MAHATMA WILL 
"TACKLE LONDON 
PARLEY ALONE 


Decision Rouses Ire in 
Breasts of Gandhi’s 
Co-workers

NEW DELHI, April 6 —~Mahatma 
Gandhi has decided to dispense with! 
the aid of erstwhile colleagues at the 
forthcoming round table conference at 
London and will represent the nation- 
alist cause there by himself. | 

His decision has taken India and} 
the Indian government entirely by} 
surprise and has added fuel to the 
flame of his critics who have com- 
plained increasingly recen ly that he 
was assuming the role of a dictator of 
the Nationalist movement. 

It was Gandhi's first intention to 
take 12 persons with him to Great 
Britain for the Round Tab‘e Confer- 
ence, at which the future constitu- 
tion for India is likely to reach well 
rounded form, instead of the fifteen 
delegates to which the All-India Na- 
tional Congress is entitled. 

Last week he whittled the number 
who would go to five, explaining that 
more would make an unwieldy group. 
Since then he has informed his Con- 
gress co-workers that since he had so 
much success as sole nationalist re- 
presentative in dealing with Viceroy 
Lord Irwin in connection with the 
recent truce ending the civil disobedi- 
ence campaign he might repeat his 
success at London. 

Moreover, he has argued, his hand 
would be strengthened ~t the second 
round table conference if most of the 
nationalist cabinet, or working com~- 
mittee, remained in India to carry on 
the congress program, thus convinc- 
ing the British government that the 
Independence government has come 
to stay and would increase in strength 
despite his absence. 

Several of Gandhi's associates, 
especially Mrs, Sarojint Naidu, are 
understood to be greatly disappointed 
at the decision which will deprive 
them of places at the London Council 
Table. 

CONTINUES PARLEY 

Despite a doctor's injunction which 
forbade him receiving any visitors, 
in view of the precariousness of his 
health, Gandhi over the Easter week- 
end continued his conferences with | 
Lord Irwin regarding the Moslem- 
Hindu relationship problem. 

The solution of this vexatious ques- | 
tion is no nearer than it has been 
for centuries, and recent sanguinary 
communal rioting at Cawnpore has 
not helped matters. 

The principal point of difference 
beween the Hindus and the Moslem 
minority is on electorates, the Hindus 
being willing to establish joint elector- 
ates and the Moslems holding out for 
separate electorates. The Viceroy Sun- 
day made an impassioned plea to a 
score of Moslem leaders asking A&A 
compromise on the question, stating 
that if one was not forthcoming 
chances of success of the second 
round table conference would be 
jeopardized.

BRITISH TENDERS BARRED 


A correspondent points out that 
tenders for the city new boiler plant were | 
called on March 31st, the bids to be in by 
April 30th, and that this arrangement | 
prohibits any but Canadian and United 
States firms putting in tenders. British | 
companies are simply left out of the | 
running by that short time allowance, un- 
less they have representatives in Canada 
who have full power to prepare bids and 
submit them. 

The point would seem to be well 
taken, and is certainly important enough 
to deserve consideration, Barring British 
firms is not a good way to buy machinery, 
nor a good way to help sell Canadian } 
wheat and other products in Great Britain. | 
The proposal to install new boilers is not 
a new one, nor the matter one of such 
urgency that bidding had to be restricted 
to manufacturers on this continent. 


THE END, NOT THE MEANS 


The Bennett Government is getting a 
pretty generous measure of censure on 
account of the tone of the order-in-council 
by which it informed Moscow that certain 
kinds of Russian products would be no 
lonver admitted into Canada, 

The critics are in fact so busy stress- 
ing the provocative nature of the docu- | 
ment itself, they becloud the fact that it 
shut five million dollars worth of Russian | 
coal out of Canada and thus gave 
Canadian mines and miners a chance to 
supply that considerable fraction of the 
home demand, which would otherwise 
have been lost to them. 

There is no room for doubt that who- 
ever drew up the order-in-council was 
laboring under no undue anxiety to be | 
polite, The instrument went out of the | 
way to express the gratuitous opinion that | 
in the judgment of the Government of 
Canada the Government of Russia is not 
what it ought to be in morals or methods, 

That was wholly unnecessary. The 
case would have been sufficiently and 
more happily covered by a simple state- 
ment that it was not in conformity with | 
the fiscal policy of the Dominion to accept 
the proposed trade arrangement, 

But the important thing is that the 
coal was shut out, not that the shutting 
out was done in terms which left much to 
be desired in the matter of tact. If the 
Government is not getting full credit for 
what it did, it can blame that to the 
amateurish way it went about the job. 


ENTITLED TO EQUAL TREATMENT. 


The Canadian Co-eperative Wool 
Growers are urging the Dominion Govern- } 
ment to take measures to secure to them 
the home market for lambs and wool; 
meaning of course the imposition of tariff | 
rates high enough to exclude foreign 
products of these classes. 

At present Canada imports 5,000,000 
pounds of lamb per year and from 
35,000,000 to 40,000,000 pounds of wool, 
The Canadian wool crop is about half this 
figure, or enough to meet one-third the | 
local demand. The figures show that there | 
is a large opportunity to expand produc- 
tion without attempting to put the 
industry on an export basis, 

Increasing the tariff would of course | 
encourage such expansion, If the Govern- 
ment can make good on the undertaking 
to prevent price-boosting following tariff- 
boosting, the sheep-growers can be helped 
in that way without injury to the interests | 
of the consumer. And if price control 
cannot be exercised in the cases of lamb | 
and wool, it cannot be effectively exercised | 


in respect of other commodities, | 
The sheepmen would seem to have an 
absolutely unanswerable argument for 


protection in the same measure as this is 
being extended to other industries, Since 
they are to have to buy protected goods, 
with whatever price difference that may 
entail, why should they not be allowed to | 
sell under parallel conditions’? If higher 
tariff is what the country needs, the 
farmer is certainly entitled to all the 
benefit he can get out of it, 


“WHAT'S THE USE?" 


Every once in a while the Dominion | 
Railway Commission issues a pamphlet, | 
to which the newspapers are requested to 
draw public attention, giving instances of 
“dangerous practices of motorists, drivers 
and of pedestrians at |

railway crossings,” 
pamphlets comprises 


details of cases in which during recent 
months people have played tlre fool at 


railway crossings, sometimes with serious 


results and sometinies under the protec- 
tion of a guardian angel whose watchful- 
ness must have been sorely tried, 

The hope of the Commission of course 
is that through the publication of these 
statistics, and the attention drawn to them 
by the newspapers, such practices will 
cease. It is also suggested that “if acci- 
dents are to be lessened, the sane motorist 
must educate the culpably negligent mo- 
torists.” But with all due regard to the 
influence of sane motorists and newspa- 
pers, it is difficult to see how they are go- 
ing to do much for or with people who do 
such things as are set forth in the report 
as follows: 

Failed to stop at lowered gates, 

Trying to cross when gates were being 
lowered. 

Drove over track without looking to 
see if train was coming. 

Ran into gate when down, 

Auto ran under gates being lowered, 


stopped at west gate, then started up 
again, breaking arm of gate. 
Approaching crossing too fast to 


stop when gates were lowered, 

Came to crossing and stopped, then 
suddenly went over track ahead of engine. 

While train was making stop, Ford 
truck ran into side of engine. 

Truck ran into side of engine. 

Truck ran into flat car. 

Disobeyed stop signals, 

Disregarded stop signals. 

Pedestrian attempted to cross through 
box car while train was moving. 

Started to drive in front of yard en- 
gine, looking neither way. 

Ran into crossing bell. 

Disobeyed crossing watchman's stop 
signals, 

Attempted to eross in front of train, 

Auto ran into gate arm and into side 
of freight train. 

All these dangerous situations arose 
at protected crossings. The pamphlet de- 
tails hundreds of other instances in which 
the same kinds of folly produced similar 
situations. 

Perhaps the newspapers and the sane 
motorists can instill sense into people 
who go to sucht pains to endanger their 
own lives and those of other people, but 
they are unprom'sing looking subjects to 
work on,

Sure Symbols of Spring 


O N the human side life in the Canadian 
woods does not suspend in the winter— 
except, unfortunately, in a winter of slump 
such as that through which we have just 
passed. In the early winter, before the snow 
comes, there is the cutting. When the snow 
comes, there is the making of roads and the 
hauling of logs and pulp wood to the water. 
Here on the frozen surface of lakes and 
rivers, by the edge of streams, the cut wood 
is piled up. 

Then when spring comes all this cut wood 
moves on the flood surface of ten thousand 
streams and the drives are on, On the high, 
freshet-filled rivers battalions, brigades, 
armies of logs in formation move southward 
to the mills in a giant procession of dead 


~ timbers through cathedral avenues of their 


living brothers, 

I wonder if these living trees mourn as 
they watch this flat majesty of their fellows 
afloat. The cause is economic, I know, but 
I like to think that the killing of the trees 
takes place when they sleep underneath the 
anaesthesia of winter. They die painlessly, 
these lovely trees, to make newspapers like 
this on which I write their requiem, They 
die before they wake. And in the spring 
on the soft swelling bosom of the waters, 
down cruel rapids that crash with the sound 
of battle—a Viking voyage on ships that are 
themselves—the funeral! 

To the woods come the birds not 
merely to the woods, but to the whole coun 
tryside, yes, even to the gardens in our cities. 
The robin, the bluebird, the red-breasted nut 
hatch, the song sparrow, the fox sparrow, the 
meadowlark, the crow, the horned lark, the 
phoebe, the kildeer and the woodcock are 
among the first of the returning birds, 
cording to a list given me by the naturalist 
Stuart L. Thompson. 

Other birds will wait until the inseets 
swarm and the flies take wing before they 
return, but these little ones come north with 
the rebirth of vegetation. 

The robin, especially, has been called a 
veritable timetable of spring. He hops north 
on the very winter. He marches 
in the wake of the disappearing snow. Where 
the robin is, there is spring. The northward 
spread of warmth may be traced by hi 
migration as he goes on from tree to tree 
from from farm to farm, 
secking seeds, dried berries, spearing the first 
worm that dares to stick its head through the 
heaving earth,

In the 
winter they have been dead, severe, tight, 
skin tight. Then all at once you get the 
spring. The roofs start to leak. The snow 
begins to melt. The ditches fill with water. 
The roads turn to mud. The land lies bare 
and brown and water drenched. But the 
soil seems to breathe. The air is like chane 
pagne. 

“Inside the farmer cleans seed. The land 
dries quickly. Soon he is out with his horses 
seeding. That's how spring comes, like the 
raising of a curtain.” 

! asked A. D. Kean, cowboy who might 
have been a poet but turned journalist in- 
stead, how spring came in Alberta and to the 
foothills and the Rockies. 

“The chinook winds,” 
by the Japanese current come sifting 
through the mountain passes. There is the 
crackling of long taut ice. It serunches and 
squeaks and breaks. Within ten days the 
snow is gone, that dead, warm blanket of 
snow that lies deep and keeps out the frost. 
So that when it goes, the land soon glows 
and is quickly carpeted with grass and 
flowers. Millions, billions of flowers. 

“Out there the thaw comes with a mighty 
sweep and the rivers turn to flood rushing 
through knife cut canyons.” 

“What about the cattle on a thousand 
hills?” ‘ 

“In the winter the cattle, eating dry feed 
and straw, grow despondent. Their eyes seem 
sunken. Their ears droop. But in the spring, 
whee! The have to hold them or 
they'd rush off and kill themselves with the 
early range grasses.” 

“How does it come in the mountains?” 

“The mountain plateau of British Coluar 
bia i wide, 600 miles long and be- 
tween §,000 and 4,000 above sev. level. 
It is sheltered by the peaks. So spring comes 
with mellowed intensity. From early March 
to the first week in April spring just keeps 
acoming. The snows melt gradually and dis- 
appear. In the valleys the cottonwood buds 
first. Then in the Okanagan, Fraser 
and Similkameen valleys, the fruit districts 
the fruit trees come first to bud and then to 
bloom. Boy! there the glory of spring, on 
that plateau with its 50,000 ranches watche 
ing it turn green by the first week in April. 

“It's different again on the British Col- 
umbia coast. That cternal spring as 
it basks in the zephyrs that waft in from the 
Japanese current. It’s always green there. 
Even in winter it’s green. That’s around Vice 
toria, of course. But the north end of Van- 
couver Island is rock bound, storm swept, 
bleak and barren, To it spring comes as a 
phen menon,” 

“The rivers feel the spring most of all?” 

“There is a gradual flood period. The 
rivers rise steadily, fed by the mountain 
snows and water from the melting glaciers. 
They rise right up to the midle of July which 
is high-water time. By that time the roar 
of them sounds like continuous blasting, The
